DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is directed towards the Applicant's response filed 6-30-2008. 
Claims 1-15 and 17-32 remain pending and have been examined. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-15 and 17-32 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art in the field does not teach the combination of features of the claimed invention, 
particularly including: 

As per claims 1,14, and 1 5: a method for controlling the use of configuration 
data including the steps of; disabling user logic on a configurable device after loading of 
the configuration data onto it by a secure device; generation of a configurable device 
authentication code and a secure device authorization code; and where user logic on 
the configurable device is enabled only if a comparison between the authorization codes 
shows a match, all in the manner of the Applicant as set forth in his disclosure. 

As per claim 17, the claim is directed towards the apparatus that carries out the 
method steps of claims 1,14, and 1 5. Claim 1 7 recites substantially the same limitations 
as claims 1,14, and 17 and is allowable on the same basis as those claims.
